The Department is also proud to announce that it was one of the 
few units in Indiana up to this time who staged a successful 
drive for the eradication of German Measles оп a community basis, 
The Rubella vaccine used was provided by the Indiana State Board 
of Health. Participants in addition to our Health Department, 
were the Vigo County Medical Society, Indiana State Nurses 
Association and Women's Auxiliary to the Vigo County Medical 
Society. 

At the present time, efforts але being made to help in passage 
of a suitable Ain Quality Control Ordinance for Vigo County. 

Tt is hoped that this ordinance will have passed by the time 
this report is published. 

The Department is following with interest the efforts being 
made to form a constitution for Vigo County in Comprehensive 
Health Planning. Comprehensive Health, when established, will 
certainly be a factor in health сале {ол the future. 

It is with deep regret that we report the death of our Health 
Commissioner, Da.

HEALTH HIGHLIGHTS 
What does a public health nurse do? A Little bit of everything 
IN UON TEES She is a vital Link between the people who need 
he£p and the resources to help them. She explores new areas, 
identifies problems and problem areas, and speculates the cause, 
prevention and cure of comprehensive care. 
Within the Last year a new nurse and Lenk was added to оил de- 
partment to help with the many responsibilities developing with 
оил Aegionakl Tuberculosis program. Aso, the second doctor was 
added to our Tuberculosis Clinic now making it possible to have 
two Tuberculosis Clinics a month. In the anrea of contagious 
diseases, especially Tuberculosis and Venereal Disease, the Health 
Department is Striving to better educate the public than in the 
past. We але trying to stamp out the Last vestiges of Tubercu- 
Losis and dependence is heavy on the public health nurses to 
assist in this work. 
In the Parochial School Health Program the nurse functions as а 
nesource person for problems relating to health. She gives direct 
help and guidance to children in matters og health and hygiene, 
conducts screening programs, makes referrals {ол care when in- 
dicated, shares observations and interprets needs to school per- 
sonnel. The nurse works with the child and the family in re- 
Lato n to physical and emotional needs, realistic evaluation of 
development, managing approaching needs and acceptance of abil- 
44405. The focus 45 on helping the child toward fulfillment of 


his potential.

VITAL STATISTICS DEPARTMENT 

The primary function of the vital statistics registration 
system 44 to obtain and preserve the documentary evidence con- 
cerning births, deaths and stillbirths that is necessary to 
protect the Legat nights oj individuals. The Laws of every 
State provide (o^ the permanent filing of alk vital statistics 
records. A» а result, individuals may at any time obtain {лот 
the official custodian of such records copies ол data needed 
for Legak purposes. 

Because of the many Legat, public health, research and social 
wekfane uses of vital records, each certificate should be 
prepared as completely and accurately as possible. Some items 
of Anformation але personal and may be embarrassing to the An- 
dividuak on his family. However, vital statistics registration 
officials ane aware of this fact and provide a number of safe- 
guards to protect this information {лот unwarranted ол indis- 
chiminate disclosure. 

А binth necond is a statement of facts important to an individual 
хп many ways. Among the uses of this record але proof of age, 
proof of parentage, and proof of citizenship; for example, for 
entrance to school; for obtaining a driver's License, marriage 
License, passport, veteran's benefits, welfare aid, Social 
Security benefits; and for voters registration. Furthermore, 
statistical information on the number of bintha and the assoc- 
dated birth nates by characteristics such as, place of birth, 


place of residence of mother, age of mother, and order of birth. 
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The information is frequently used to estimate population growth 
and changes, the knowledge of which is helpful to many govern- 
ment agencies and business concerns. The data {лот binth and 
fetal death certificates але essential in planning and evaku- 
ating a broad range of health activities, including various 
aspects of maternal and child health programs. Medical data on 
the certificates ane used for scientific research. The records 
may also be used to provide samples of various segments of the 
population for additional пезеалей purposes. 

Death certificates ane used to prove the fact of death for in- 
surance claims and {ол Liquidation of estates. They але also 
used to prove facts about the deceased, such as name of spouse 
and parents, information on circumstances and cause of death, 
age, Sex, and nace, date and place of interment, and date for 
settlement of pension claims, insurance adjustments, and other 
general Legak use. 

Although, in the ean£y years of vital statistics registration, 
the production of statistics from the vital statistics records 
was considered of Secondary importance, today such statistics 
але extremely important. 

Since vital statistics define the problems and measure the 
nesults of many aspects of public health work, they але a nec- 
essary foundation on which to base an effective public health 
program. Without them a health department cannot рел{олт its 
duties with perspective and in an evaluation of each item in 
terms of 425 current and future usefulness фол registration

The Clean 

Ain Act of 1967, the federal Legistation asserting national emphasis, 

and the Indiana Ain Pollution Legislation linckuding 1969 amendments) 

contain the guidelines, support and authority for the activities of 
this Division, 
COMPLAINTS 

One of the major duties of the Division of Ain Pollution Control £s 

the prompt investigation og complaints, A» we had по Legal authority 

during 1969, we relied upon diplomatic persuasion and cooperation of 
the parties involved to settle complaints, A majority of our com- 
plaints dealt with individual households, nather than with industrial 
concerns. Commencial- indus trial complaints were almost entinely 
involved with excessive smoke and soot, In onder to aid in the prompt 


investigation of complaints, alk of the Division's vehicles але now 


equipped with two-way radios. 


SUSPENDED PARTICULATES 
(Dint And Dust Count) 


During the year 1969, four hundred and sixty samples were taken at 

sites throughout Vigo County. The county-wide average for 1969 was 
112 ug / ns. For 1968, this average was 86 ug/m?, In 1968, samples 

were not taken regukanky during the winter months when considerable 
amounts of fuel were burned {ол heating.

SULFUR DIOXIDE 


The difficulties with the S0, Anakuzer/Recorder have been connected, 
It has been operating twenty-four hours а day, five days a week since 
the end of October. The machine automatically analyzes samples of 
ain (each sample Lasting about seven minutes) and records this data. 
The data must then be manually processed to obtain a sulfur dioxide 


reading., In November, 1666 samples were analyzed with an average of 


0.0326 ppm. The December avenage was 0.0445 ppm. and was computed 
{лот 2739 samples. The average for the two months was 0.0385 ppm. 
This is below the Level at which health effects але expected; however, 
this Level is about one-third of the Level which would cause some 


concern, 


FUEL. SURVEY 


А 1969 fuel survey was conducted using the Terre Haute Chamber оќ 
Commerce's Industrial Directory. The nesults of an 82% return were: 
(1) Coal consumed 2,624,789 tons (2) Natural gas consumed 
5,317,368,721 cubic $t. (3) Fuel oil consumed 5,483,751 gal. 

The purpose of the survey was to Locate major combustion sources 

(by type). This data should neveat geographical areas of the county 


where emission problems could develop. 
CLEAN AIR WEEK 


In conjunction with National Clean Ain Week (October 19-25, 1969) 
the Division conducted automotive emission tests as a public service. 
These tests were given at various shopping centers throughout the 
county. The carbon monoxide emissions of the vehicles were measured, 
It was noted that 1970 automobiles produced substantially Less carbon 


monoxide than olden vehicles, 
MOBILE SAMPLING STATION 


A Lange van was delivered early in November, The Department 44 now 


taking steps to outfit this vehicle as a mobile Laboratory for the 


collection of data on ain polkution emissions and related factors, 
Several other ain pollution agencies have become interested in this 


project and have expressed a desine to examine it upon completion. 


LECTURES, MEETINGS AND TRAINING 


During the year, several Lectures were given to interested civic 

and school groups. Many college and high school students and other 
interested individuals nequested and received Literature and other 
such information on ain pollution. 

Members of the staff attended several meetings and training sessions 


during the year. 
FEDERAL GRANTS 


The Division of Ain Pollution Control neceives thnee-to-one matching 
funds {лот the federal government. The grant in force throughout 

1969 was an "Development Grant" and was administered through the 
department of Health, Education and Welfare. 

Beginning January 1, 1970, the Division must qualify фол а ''Establish- 
ment Grant" and to quakify an effective Ain Pollution Control 
Ordinance must be in force. ALL other stipulated requirements {ол 


the Establishment Grant have been met, 


ORDINANCE 


Work on the ordinance has been in process {ол Some time, However, 
an intensified effort has been underway since February, 1969, In 
the development of this ordinance, there have been meetings with 
many diverse groups which have stimulated several versions, 

In October, a draft of the ordinance was submitted to the County 
Commissioners {ол their approval, but no action had been taken by 
the end of the year, It 45 expected that an ordinance will be 


Signed into Law eanky in 1970; 


STAFF 


The year 1969 saw a completely new staff in the Division, Eanky 
in the year the stagg consisted of the Dinecton, a secretary, and 
an inspector. A request was submitted to the County Council to 
establish two positions for technically qualified individuals. Two 
men, a chemist and a civil engineer doing graduate work at Indiana 
State University, were found to {ALL these positions. They have 


contributed greatly to the progress of the Division.

Level of sanitation of any group to a higher plane, the people must 
be educated as to why a higher Level of sanitation is desirable and 
must be motivated to want to change their mode of Living. 
Oun sanitation Level is a determinant of our health and well-being. 
As we become толе congested in our environment, the future demands 
that we uporade our Level of sanitation. Much of the time of our 
Health Department employees 45 Spent today trying to correct the 
deficiencies of the past. The objectives of the environmental 
sanitation program is not solely the corrections of the inadequacies 
of programs of the past but to plan ahead 40 that we may anticipate 
the nequinements of our community before they become defined needs. 
Under either лила? ол urban circumstances, Local Health Departments 
functioning on direct service Levelt, must {ол reasons of economy and 
efficiency supplement the services of professionally trained workers 
by assigning specific functions to auxiliary workers, who through 


training and experience, have demonstrated ability to perform those 


functions adequately under supervision. 


This policy has been found practical and justifiable in other phases 
of the public health program, as ve as in medicine and engineering 
and where there is ample леаљоп to follow it in the field of 
environmental control. This makes {ол а толе comprehensive program 
in the field and enables the Local sanitanian to assist with 

certain difficult and technical activities which formerly were 
handled entinely by the professional sanitanian. Recent trends 
indicate толе and толе reason for cLosen association between the 
Health Officer and the Sanitation staff and for mutual attack upon 
problems that але really of common concern.
